1959 Goal Given 

For 1959 the goal of the indus- 
try is to produce 110,000 vehicles, 
a figure which the automotive ex- 
perts believe will be surpassed. 
The scheduled target for 1960, 
drawn up at the same time as the 
others, is for 170,000 units, fore- 
seeing a total of approximately 
872,000 vehicles for the period 
1957 to 1960. 

In releasing the statement to 
the press the Brazilian automo- 
bile industry announced that the 
number of passenger cars which 
will come down the assembly lines 
this year and into the Brazilian 
market will be many times the 
figure of last year. According to 
the Executive Group of the Auto- 
mobile Industry, around 20,000 
passenger cars produced in the 
Nation’s plants should become 
available. 


Some Cars Exported 
As regards the value of the out 
put, officials say that the vehicles 
manufactured from 1957 through 


1960 will equal US$1,000,000,000 | 


and will represent a savings of 
US$600,000,000 in precious for- 
eign exchange. Some of the ve- 
hicles produced will even find an 
export market among Brazil’s 
neighbors.

Early in 1957, H. George Ger- 
des, technical consultant for 
Kaiser Engineers, went down to 
look over the Rio de Janeiro, 
Minas Gerais and Espirito Santo 
areas to determine the best way 
to ship large quantities of iron 
ore from Minas. At the end of the 
year he went back to the U. S. 
with tentative plans for seven 
railroads five going to the 
coast of Rio de Janeiro state, the 
others to the coast of Espirito 
Santo. 

It is now expected that Kaiser 
will present a definite plan to the 
official technical bodies for a rail- 
road with an annual capacity of 
ten to twenty million tons. 


Freight Costs Low 

A report on the subject, likely 
to become definitive because of 
its possibilities for low transpor- 
tation costs, has been prepared 
by Lincoln Continentino, profes- 
sor of City Planning and Sanita- 
tion at the University of Minas 
Gerais. 

The Minas professor made two 
studies. In the first, he based 
his calculations on the exporta- 
tion of ten million tons of ore 
with four or five Diesel locomo- 
tives. Following that, he estimat- 
ed the costs of shipping twenty 
million tons with four and five 





Diesels respectively. Comparing 
the results, he picked the ship- 
ping of twenty million tons and 
the use of four locomotives. This 
method would cost around Cr- 
$27.80 a ton and would take 11 
hours, 49 minutes (going and 
coming), that is to say, 19 min- 
utes longer than it would take 
with five locomotives. 

Professor Continentino took 
into consideration the return of 
empty cars at a maximum speed 
of 80km on 1.44m tracks as spe- 
cified by Kaiser. The line he pro- 
poses would go from the vicinity 
of Itabirito to the island of Itacu- 
russa, a distance of 444km. 

The line would pass, among 
other places, Crockatt de Sa, Ex- 
tacao de Buarque de Macedo, 
Ilhéus, Ibertioga, Santa Rita do 
Ibitipoca, all in Minas Gerais. 
In Rio de Janeiro, it would pass 
by Porto das Flores, Marques de 
Valenca, Barra do Pirai, Taireta 
and Japeri, where it would be 
linked to Itacurussa Island by a 
bridge about one kilometer long. 
Thus, it would be possible to con- | 
struct a magnificent port with a 
perimeter of 10km.
